The Roll'Call committee under the 
splendid leadership of George W. 


Carr have done a fine job of the 
canvass and to a Press representa- 
tive, he expresses his appreciation 
“to all who have given of their 
time and money to make the 1940 
roll call’a success.” The financial 


results of this years work amounts |}’ 


to $696.65, which is much in ex- 
cess of last year of $671.06 and 
of the year previous of $525.10. 
Each of the past three years estab- 
lished record receipts. This year 
the Seminary responded with 
$349.40 exceeding last years con- 
tribution of $295.21. A return has 
already been made to the trea- 
surer of the Franklin County chap- 
ter, and its officials, also voicing 
the National council express their 
thanks for the hearty co-operation 
given by our towns people and 
the Seminary.

The contents 
inclade much of the facts which 
the Presa printed some time ago, 
but we take the liberty of quoting 
a few pertinent statements. ‘“Hen- 
ry Cutler was for nearly half a 
century, a great power in the edu- 
cation of American youth.” 

“Dr. Cutler had two hobbies, 
preparing boys for their life work 
and acquiring a medical educa- 
tion for himself.” 

“In July 1940, the University 
of Vienna conferred upon him 
the degree of Doctor of Medicine.” 
“Late last year he was given the 
privilege of practicing “without 
examination” on a certificate from 
one of Vienna's largest hospitals, 
and was given a guarantee from 
Hitler for his safety.” “The en- 
tire medical profession joins in 
congratulating Dr. Cutler upon 
attaining his goal and realization 
of a life long ambition.” 

Dr. Cutler is in good health 
and residing in Vienna, daily con- 
cerned with the practice of his

Alumni Study Needs 
Mt. Hermon School 
And Make Surveys 


Fourteen of Mt. Hermon's most 
influential alumni have been draft- 
ed for service on the achool ac- 
tivities commission, one of the 
aix such commissions provided for 
in the new Alumni association's 
constitution adapted Iast year. 
The new commiasion, which held 
an organization meeting in Bos- 


ton recently, promises to be a 
source of invaluable help to the 
achool: first, by bringing to the 
school the collective experience of 
a group of successful men; and, 
second, by presenting to the 
alumni the story of the school as 
seen through their eyes. 

The purpose of this commiasion 
is to become conversant with the 
school and its program by con- 
ducting surveys from time to time 
on various phases of school activi- 
ties, such as curriculum, work- 
hour, buildings, social activities, 
health and scholarship funds. It 
is suggested that two or three 
such surveys shall be made during 
each school year. 


The caliber of men chosen for 
membership on the commission is 
such that experts, in almost any 
subject chosen for a survey, will 
be available. To illustrate this 
point: One of the surveys this 
year will be on the subject of 
school health and it will be in- 
vestigated by a committee headed 
by Dr. Eugene L. Maines of Boe- 
ton with another physician as a 
member of this committee; a sec- 
ond committee on the work-hour 
is headed by Edward L. Bartholo- 
mew, chief engineer of the United 
Shoe Machinery Corp.; while the 
third investigation on the subject 
of scholarship funds will be con- 
ducted by a committee under the 
chairmanship of Prof, David Sage 
of Milton academy. 


Other members of the commis- 
sion, some of whose names are 
well known to people of Northfield 
are Dr. Edgar L. Abt of Boston; 
Paul A. Williams of Newton High- 
lands; Harold V. Beattie of Wo- 
burn; Ralph Harrington Doane 
of Boston; Gordon K. Creighton, 
Brookline; Ernest S. Kavanagh, 
Boston; Heslip E. Sutherland, 
Quincy; Vernon M. DeLong, Bos- 
ton; Charles Deming, Swampscott;

Use Care Choosing 
Christmas Evergreens 


There is a strong movement 
among the various Garden clubs 
of New England, and the agricul- 
ture departments of the various 
states to call attention to the fact 
that there must be a real conserv- 
ation of the ground pines, holly 
and laurel of our section, if the 
plants are to survive. The New 
England wild flower society joins 
in a protest over the seeming 
destruction, since it is gathered 
in larger quantities each year to 
make the strings of greens, used 
for holiday decoration in the busi- 
ness sections of our communities. 
The Northfield Garden club has 
just had its attention called to 
the situation and will doubtiess 
join in any contemplated action. 
There is also a need for the care 
and conservation of our wood- 
lands and for ending the socalled 
traffic and bootlegging of Christ- 
mas trees, A method is being in- 
augurated of having all trees cut 
for the market for public sale to 
bear a tag, showing that the same 
has been produced, cut and mark- 
eted legitimately. The growing of 
trees for the market is now a 
regularly defined business, and 
those who produce, cut the trees 
in an intelligent manner and do 
not slaughter an area. At present 
the tagging method ts voluntary,, 
but it is winning favor. At any 
rate, don’t trespass on your neigh= 
bors lands to steal a tree, for that 
is a serious offense and penalties 
are prescribed. Better still, watch 
your step, and keep a clear con- 
science, a8 you are tempted to 
gather the greens, which carpet 
the woodlands.

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The Back Yard Gardener 


By G. O. Oleson 


It seems a long time to apple 
bloseom time, but if you're at all 
interested in dwarf apples, Doc 
Shaw, the apple man at State 
College recommends that you put 
in your order early. If you wish 
very amall trees the best steck 
is Malling No. 9. Trees on this 
stock will require a fertile soil 
and staking for the tree may not 
be able to stand alone. Malling 
No. 8 and Malling No. 3 are much 
leas desirmble, so do not accept 
them as substitutes. 

Malling No. 1 is a stock which 
makes Wealthy a very small tree, 
bat with Melntosh and probably 
most other varieties gives a semi- 
dwarf one which is only half or 
two-thirds the size of a standard 
tree—in other words, probbaly 10 
or 16 feet high. 


Malling Ne. 2 should prove al: 
satisfaatoty eteck for trees in the! ' 


heme grotmds. Malling No. 4 with 
Melntesh nad Wealthy make good 
semi-dwvert trees, coming into 
bearime ot 8 or 4 years. No. 5 
is GR for Wealthy.

Ite the 
dwarfing roots which keep the 
Wealthy and McIntosh and other 
ordinary apples down to dwarf 
or semi-dwarf aise. 

So far as pest control is con- 
cerned, he say that if you keep 
the trees covered in the summer 
with an 85-15 dust, you will go a 
long waye toward controlling the 
worst of the apple pesta. An 85-15 
dust means one that has 85 per 
cent sulphur and 15 per cent lead 
argenate. 

Pest control is necessary if you 
wish edible fruit. Of course some 
consideration must also be given 
to the soil. If the trees and plants 
now on your home grounds have 
a tendency to stop growing at 
the least dry spell, your land is 
probably too well drained for 
apples. On the other hand, if a 
hole in the ground holds water 
for two or three days after a 
rain, you need drainage. So con- 
sider those things before you go 
to the trouble of planting dwarf 
trees.
